The primary reason for allowing the instant claims is that the prior art of record 
does not teach the claimed porous stretched thermoplastic crystalline film containing 
voids, wherein the voids are filled with a filler material, for removing facial oil. Instead, 
the prior art teaches employing an open-celled porous film with empty pores or 
alternatively teaches employing plant fibers for absorbing oil, which is different from the 
claimed thermoplastic film.
